In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Regarding the new matter rejection, the examiner and Applicant's 
representative discussed the possibility of amending claim 124 at step (d) to delete the recitation: "of a typical unsorted 
insemination dosage." Also discussed the possibility of Applicants providing an affidavit or other evidence to establish 
that based on the teachings at page 23 of the specification of collecting embryos from 9 of 12 inseminated heifers, one 
would infer that the fertilization success rate was 75%. Further discussed the possibility of Applicants pointing to 
specific teachings in the specification regarding the success levels of fertilization in order to provide basis for the 
concept of "about 75%" or "at least about 75%." The examiner indicated that such arguments would be considered if 
filed. Regarding the enablement rejection, Applicants representative pointed to the example set forth on pages 22-23 of 
the specification as enabling the claimed invention because the example teaches a method in which superovulated 
bovine are inseminated with an insemination sample having about one-half the number of sperm cells of a typical 
unsorted insemination sample. The examiner indicated that the example set forth on pages 22-23 of the specification 
provides enablement only for methods in which the fertilization success rates were achieved under the particular 
conditions set forth in the example and that these conditions are not recited in the claims. The examiner indicated that 
the specification and art acknowledge the unpredictability of achieving the claimed success rates using low dosages of 
sperm to inseminate superovulated bovine. The examiner also indicated that in view of the unpredictability of the effect 
of the various factors (i.e., nonfrozen sperm, sample sorting rates, method of superovulation, method of insemination) 
on fertilization success rates, the specification does not enable one of skill in the art to practice the method of 
producing multiple embryos as it is broadly claimed. . 
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
